The heaviest snow storm and the J 


highest tide that has prevailed in , 
this city for at least the past thirty ; 
years, caused a arcat amount of dam-! 


age to this city and vicinity on Sun-, 


day. The storm was by no means lo- 


cal, for, according to the short reports 
received during the evening, Boston 
and that section was worse off than 
this city. 


The storm started Saturday eveo- 


ing with a slight fall of snow about 
nine o'clock, but at ten the wind be- 
gan to freshen up and at one o'clock 
Sunday morning it was blowing a 
gale and snowing in dead earnest. 
The ctorm increased in violence dur- 
ing the' day and as the snow fell it 
drifted, making it almost impossible 
for the electric roads to keep their 
tracks clear. At six o'clock the storm 


began to abate and at eight it had 
stopped snowing and the wind, which 
had been blowing a gale from the 
northeast, backed more, to the north 
and died down. 


The storm itself was one 
of . the 


typical old-style New 
England pro- 


ductions, with a fall of about eighteen 
or twenty inches of snow, that drift 
ed into piles 10 feet high in places. So 
that in all parts of the city could be 
seen some of the drifts that were the 
same as "when | was a boy."

Wharves and Ceilaro Flooded. 
Thousands of dollars damage was 


done by Hie high tide along the Pis- 
catatjua river on both sides. Driven 
by the northeast gale the tide came 
in with a rush, Sunday morning, and 
at nine o'clock, over an hour before 
high water,-it was seen that it would 
break all existing records. Practical- 
ly every wharf along the water front 
was under water, from-six Inches to 
three feet, and no cellar in the lower 
part of tho city escaped being flood- 
ed.

anchor and pointed out to sea. 


A salute of thirteen guns was flret 


from tlie shore and hundreds of sol- 
diers and citizens waved tho former

farewell.1 Zelaya

alone and waved back an answer. 


He uncovered wlien abreast of the 


Albany,- but 
the'• American cruiser 


made no response. 
Then he turned 


again towards the shore, gazing untl! 
out of sight. 


Zelaya was entertained at luncheor 


at Corinto by the commandant of the 
port, whose guests included the Mexi- 
can minister and the officers of the 
General Guerrero. 
There were 


toasts, but an informal discussion' o: 
the battle of Rama was indulged in. 
The ex-president was later taken oil 
on a launch and put aboard the Mexi- 
can warship, without

opposition from the American ships 
and with no protests of any kind. 


Until the Guerrero steamed away 


there was great apprehension on the 
part of Zelaya that the United States 
would:oppose his departure.

was Only a feeble demonstration, and 
the leave taking of Zelaya was unim- 
pressive. 


Managuans in * general were vastly 


relieved when they-learned that Ze- 
laya had gone, nnd President Madrlz 
lias already begun his promised work 
of reform.

Intends to resign the presidency are 
without a shred of truth. 


Washington Feels Relieved 


Washington, Dec. 27.—News of tho 


flight of Zelnya from Corinto was re- 
ceived in official 
circles here with 


varying emotion. 


While the state department

doubtedly would have appreciated the 
capture of Zelaya and his arraign- 
ment on the charge of murdering the 
two Americans, Groce~and Cannon, 
there is.In other quarters some relief 
In tbe passing of the Nicaraguan dic- 
tator from the scene.

Boston, - Dec. 27.—Three persons 


dead, thirty-one reported missing and 
-500 driven from their homes are part 
of the havlc wrought by a broken dyke 
to Chelsea and East Everett citizens 
yesterday. 
Eighty acres were Inun- 


dated, 100 cows and twenty horses 
wero drowned, and the property loss 
is estimated at $200,000. 


Flood tide, lashed by the gale and 


swelled by the heavy snowfall, tore 
through the dyke located at the rear 
of Second street, Chelsea, In threo 
different places. 


Householders In Cast Locust street 


and Seaond and Third streets and in- 


horoughfares heard a sound 


like a thunderclap. 
It was the roar' 


of the water 
oj Island End 
creel; 


leaping forward to spread death and 
devastation. 


Like a iinsh! the danger was real- 


ized. 
There' was a wild outpouring 


from homes into the raging blizzard. 
Some were not quick to act. These 
found escape cut off by water that 
seemed to fairly leap upward. Many 
rushed to the roofs. 
Others could 


get no farther than the second story, 
owing to lack of openings on the roofs. 
Many of the Imperilled ones were 
women and children. Their screar.13 
for aid raised a din that drowned 
even the howling of the storm. Thrill- 
ing rescues were made by men in 
boats, by several who 
braved . the 


street torrents on horseback and by 
others who waded off with endangered 
women and children before the water 
rose so high as to make such feats 
impossible. 


In East Locust street, which Is 


hardly more than an alleyway, the 
water rose to its greatest height. 
This street is in East Everett, just 
over the Chelsea line, and passes from 
Second street down an incline to the 
edge of a small pool of water known 
as the "gas pond." This water ordi- 
narily Is shallow. 
When the dylic 


burst it rose twenty-five feet. Sev- 
eral of tiie houses located off East 
Locust street on the edge of the pond 
were entirely submerged.

mark, and this is what saved those 
who had dashed upstairs when their 
exit was cut off.

JT is not too soon to give some facts in regard to starting plants ear- 


ly. 
In Germany the seeds of peas, beans, cucumbers, etc., uro 


started iu a frame, and when they are a little grown are lifted, the 
roots being dipped in a mixture of clay, chopped moss, water and loam, 
anil on withdrawn! are sprinkled with dry earth. A piece of moss is 
then flattened into the form of a plate and a little earth sprinkled on 
it. The prepared plants are then.placed on this plate, the moss folded 
over tho root, tied on in the form of a ball, and set away on boards 
or shelves until the season for removing to the 
open air 
arrives, 


when they are planted, ball and all, which gives them an early start. 
The balls must be kept slightly moist.
